Each man interviewed 
seemed to want to know where, his 
profit was to come in, so the matter 
was dropped. Stevens Point has been 
an objective point for a number of 
years, and when they put iu the sys- 
tem it will mean that connection will 
be made between the Fox River and 
Wisconsin valleys by local long dis- 
tance lines, which is a point that the 
local companies have been struggling 
toward for a long time.

Wisconsin Telephone Company Has 


Had Enough o£ Grand Rapids. 


A proposition has been received by 


the Wood County Telephone company 
from the Wisconsin Telephone com- 
pany which if accepted by the local 
company will result in the discontinu- 
ance of the. office of the Wisconsin 
company here. 


The Wisconsin company proposes to 


place its switchboard in the office of 
the Wood County Telephone company 
and let them run the whole affair, 
giving the local company 10 per cent 
of all tolls that pass over the Wiscon- 
sin company's lines. They also offer 
to let the local company use their tele- 
phones, where subscribers want them, 
at the rate of 25 cents a mouth, and 
any person who has in one of these 
telephones can have connection over 
the lines of the Wisconsin Telephone 
company. 


A circular has been sent out by the 


local company calling the attention of 
local subscribers to the condition of 
affairs and calling for an expression 
on the subject, and if a majority of 
them want the new system the offer 
of the Wisconsin Telephone company- 
win be accepted. 


To bettor explain the matter and 


tell how the new system would work 
the following may help to elucidate 
matters: There are now a few busi- 
ness places in the city and vicinity 
who do considerable talking with out- 
side parties and iu order to facilitate 
matters they have installed one of the 
Wisconsin company's 
instruments. 


For this service they pay S2 per month. 
Besides this they pay the regular 
rental of the local telephone company. 
Under the new system they would only 
have to pay the regular rental of the 
local company, plus 25 cents per month 
in order to have connections over the 
lines of the Wisconsin Telephone 
company. 


For those who are now paying for 


one of the Wisconsin company's in- 
siruments it can be seen that the new 
system would be quite a benefit while 
it would not amount to much to those 
who are not. Manager Starks reports 
that but comparatively 
few 
have 


replied favorably to the circular sent 
out by the local company.

In still other or-- 
chards the location is such that It is 
impossible to obtain sutlicient water 
for the spraying. 
Iu such instances 


it becomes a matter of using the dust 
process or none at all. 


Handr In the Garden. 


For the garden the dust process is so 


much lighter tliat a person can readily 
carry the machine and do the dusting 
that would require a barrel of water in 
case of the liquid process. The dust 
process also has au advantage in that 
in many instances it is much more 
readily made up, and many people will 
use a small hand dust machine where 
they will not go lo the trouble of using 
a liquid one. The paris green or other 
arsenical poison used in the dust ma- 
chine readily iloats in the air and is 
blown a considerable distance by the 
wind, so that in dusting life trees one 
should be careful to sec that the dust 
does not blow in the face, otherwise 
one is apt to inhale too Hindi arsenical 
poison. The horses should also bo kept 
away, from the dust 
It is advisable. 


n the use of the dust to apply it early 
u the morning while tho dew is upon 
the plants or soon after a rain, and it 
is also well to apply the dust when 
there is a slight breeze.

Until now explosions of hydrogen have 
seemed to explain the blazing tip of 
suns in two or three days to thousands 
of times their original brightness, but 
the incandescent gas fron; these ex- 
plosions seems incapable of traveling 
more than a few hundred miles per 
second, nnd the Perseus nebula has ex- 
tended with vas tly 'jrreator velocity.

the whole thing. It is as follows: 


To the Editor: 
I noticed in last 


week's issue of the News that the 
council at Grand Kapids sent in a 
request to the legislature to have their 
personal property placed in the same 
category with the churches. 
I was 


not aware that there were so many 
money lenders in the Grand Rapids 
council. I notice that the senate has 
quite a majority of money lenders. 
The assembly will be divided on this 
bill: uot politically but between the 
money sharks and the so-called tan- 
gible property owners. 
It appears 


that the governor in his message, 
Tihere he says "that all property should 
bear its just share of the taxes" only 
meant the railroads and not themonied 
tax dodgers. 
The parties that are 


loudest mouthed about equal taxation 
are the first to vote to have their pro- 
perty exempt; their arguments about 
double tax and the impossibility of 
reaching the whole of invisible per- 
sonal property is all subterfuge and 
"rot." 


The whole matter is this: There is so 


much real estate to be assessed, and so 
much personal property; if one man 
owns a horse and another owns f 150 in 
cash they are both personal property 
and I can't see why they should not 
both be taxed. If one man has £1,000 
and lends it to another and secures the 
debt by mortgage,the land is there still 
and should be assessed, and the money 
is still in existence, neither property 
has been destroyed and should be as- 
sessed. And as for not being able to 
find all of the tax dodgers property, we 
should elect better ot'licers that can re- 
member a part at least of their oath of 
otlice. Admitting that one third of 
this intangible property is missed by 
the assessors, mostly through the per- 
jury of the tax dodgers, is it not a 
weak argument that the law should be 
repealed. Not more than two-thirds of 
the burglars are caught and punished, 
yet I hear no one say that the law 
against burglars should be repealed. I 
have no doubt but there are lax dodg- 
ing money lenders enough in the legis- 
lature topass their exemption bill, but 
I have confidence in the governor that 
he will have "back bone" enough to 
stamp it with his veto. 
You never 


i.,, hear a man complain of this just tax 
[»';outsidc of the money lenders; the bor- 


rowers are not calling for its repeal; 
interest is no higher than it was before 
mortgages were taxed.—Jacob Litsk, 
Auburudale, Wis. 


It will be seen by those who have 


studied the matter of taxation that 
Jacob is all right as far as he goes, 
:.but he has not gone far enough. It is 
a fact that if a man owns a horse and 
'his neighbor has S150 in cash they 
have the same amount of property 
and should by rights pay the same 
amount of tax. But here is the rub. 
Just so long as the man keeps the S1SO 
in his pocket and says nothing about 
it he does not have to pay any tax on 
it, or he can deposit the money in a 
bank and take a certificate of deposit 
and still he does not have to pay any 
tax. But just as soon as he lends the 
money to some person who will use it 
to make improvements then the tax 
begins. 


la the other simile he draws the case 


is about the same. It is a fact that if 
one man who owns 51,000 lends it to a 
man who has a farm worth a thousand 
dollars there is no reason why they 
should not pa3r the same tax, for they 
have each about the same property. 
But the actual facts are more often 
about as follows: 


A man comes into the country who 


has little or no money. He goes to 
some man who has land for sale and 
buys from him land to the value of 
31,000 on time. Probably the new man 
has a hundred dollars which he pays 
down, giving a mortgage for the other 
S900. If the land is taxed to the value 
of $1,000 and the mortgage at S900, 
there is a double taxation. There is 
property to the value of only Si,100 in 
existence and taxes are being- paid on 
SI,900. 
Somebody is paying a tax 


that he ought not to. We "leave it to 
the man from Auburudale to figure 
out who the unlucky one is. If the 
farmer who has bought the piece of 
land lives on it and gradually im- 
proves the place it is entirely probable 
that the assessor is keeping tab of the 
fact and boosting his valuation up in 
proportion, so that all the capital is 
paying its just burden of taxation. 


Where the men make the mistake in 


figuring on the tax business is that 
they always assume that the man who 
gives a mortgage oti his farm owns 
the farm clear of debt, while this is 
not a fact. Very few men who own 
farms clear of debt are around bor- 
rowing money. A lot of the new set- 
tlers go into debt for their farms, but 
in this case they generally have very 
little money, and the mere fact of 
their assuming the ownership of a 
piece of ground and giving a written 
promise to pay for it at some future 
time does not create any additional 
wealth. 


Many wise men have studied on the 


problem-, and we always like to see an 
argument on the subject. 
It shows 


that the people in the country are 
thinking and figuring for themselves 
and not depending altogether on what 
has been told them by somebody else. 
Come again, Jacob.

Cranberry Men Meet. 


A meeting was held on Sunday at 


the Gaynor-Blackstone marsh which 
included the executive officers of the 
Wisconsin State Cranberry Grower 
association anfl other members of the 
association. Those 
present 
were 


Charles Briere. S. N. Whittlesey, M. 
0. Potter, \V. II. Fitch, A.C.Bennett, 
John A. Gaynor, Andrew Searles, 
James Gaynor and J. J. Emmerich. 
Among the 'Other business transacted 
was the examination of a quantity of 
berries that had been raised at the 
experimental station and the judging, 
and marking of their merits as to size, 
color, form, gloss, 
keeping qualities 


etc. 


It was decided to move the experi- 


mental station to a more favorable 
location. The place where it is now 
located has some unfavorable condi- 
tions that are apparent to the experi- 
enced grower and it was the opinion 
that more favorable conditions could 
be found and consequently better re- 
sults obtained. The plots of ground 
devoted to each variety will also be 
increased in size as experience has 
proven them to be too small. The 
new place will have all the modern 
improvements which it is possible to 
surround the vines. 


Judge Gaynor gave those present a 


very interesting' talk .concerning his 
trip to Madison in behalf of the pro- 
posed 
appropriation 
and 
how the 


cranberry industry was viewed by the 
different legislators. 


Rules and regulations concerning 


the distribution of vines were also 
formulated so that the distribution 
would be done in a manner that would 
be equitable to all the applicants. 


A letterhadalso been received from 


the University of Wisconsin asking 
the cranberry association along what 
lines the members wished to have ex- 
periments conducted by the professors. 
Among the suggestions tendered was 
one by A. E. Bennett who wished to 
know concerning the fertilization of 
the blossoms and to what extent this 
fertilization was aided by insects. 
Mr. \Vhittlesey suggested experiments 
along the line of spring flooding in 
order to protect from frosts, a matter 
that has always been open to discus- 
sion since the cultivation of cranber- 
ries began. It was also 
suggessed 


that they carrry on experiments to 
determine which produced the best 
berries, muck or peat. This is also 
an open question among cranberry 
men, 


A record will also be kept of the 


weather to discover if there is any 
difference between that on the marshes 
and on higher land. The establish- 
ment of a branch of the weather 
bureau here makes -this possible now.

to furnish the name of ose farmer io 
fc;» district to whom two bushels of 
the seed was .sen*, and who is expected 
and agrees to either use thegrain pro-: 
duced by seed hiuiself or to furnish it 
to faiuiers in the neighborhood at a 
rersouable charge. It is planned in j 
this way to get this Swedish variety j 
generally grown throughout the state. 
The kind is demonstrated to be the 
best by far of any oats ever produ ced • 
in this part of the country. 


This seed was produced at the uni- 


versity farm from experimentation 
with a number of varieties. In 1893 a 
number of kinds of oats were received 
from tile federal department of agri- 
culture and experiments were made to' 
determine which was the best for the 
climate and sod of Wisconsin. 
The 


Swedish variety was found to yield 
from five to ten oushels per acre more 
than the kinds heretofore grown in 
the state. This means an advantage 
of perhaps 15,000.000 bushels in Wis- 
consin if the Swedish variety were 
grown 
entirely. 
There are about 


2,200,000 acres of oats grown in the 
state each vear.

Last Meeting.—Also Decide to Have all 
Sidewalks in the 
City Built of Brick, 


Cement or Stone.—Appropriation for Decor- 
ation Day. 


W. Grand Rapids.. 


At the meeting of the city council 


last night it was decided to hereafter 
put the tramps that infest the city at 
work. The mayor was empowered by 
the coucil to appoint a man to watch 
the vagrants in case any of them are 
gathered in by the police, and they 
will be furnished 
with a bail and 


chain and put to work on the street. 
This would seem like a very sensible 
move. During the warm months when 
the traveling is good there are many 
of these gentry strike town every day 
and after begging their grub about 
town and getting a few nickles either 
fill upon booze or else commit" some 
petty offence so as to fall into the 
hands of the police and thus get a few 
days board for nothing. It is the 
opinion of the police that if these 
fellows are put to work that the city 
will either be the gainer by the deal 
or else they will steer clear of the city. 


The matter of buying the Witter 


tract of land compromising five or sis 
acres and what i s know as the fish 
pond was discussed and it was decided 
that it would be economy to buy the 
tract at once, as the city now holds an 
option on the land and if this were 
allowed to lapse it migtit cost consid- 
erably more when the city was com- 
pelled to buy. The city engineer re- 
ports that there is enough water on 
the ground that the city now owns in 
order to supply the inhabitants under 
the present conditions, bat 
with the 


rapid gro-wth that is becoming appar- 
ent and the constant demand for new- 
taps it is apparent that in ashort time 
the present supply would not be ad- 
equate. 


The claim of A. Schunaan, who was 


hurt on a defective sidewalk last year 
was brought up and discussed and a 
committee of three appointed to effect 
a settlement with the injured man. 


The sum of S25 was appropriated 


for the Grand Army post to assist in 
defraying the expenses of Decoration 
day. The members of the post figure 
on getting a good speaker here from 
outside this year and as the matter is 
entirely a 
public one 
there is no 


reason why the public .should 
not 


assist in the expense. 


A resolution 
was 
passed which 


makes it compulsory for aU who con- 
struct new sidewalks to build them 
either out of brick or cement. Tt was 
the general opinion of the councilmen 
that this method would in the long 
run be much cheaper to both the in- 
dividual and the city. 


Severals petition 
were presented 


from citizens for extension of water 
mains, building of sewers, etc., were 
presented and referred to the proper 
committees, and after the allowing 
of a number of accounts the council 
adjourned. 


Stevens Point in Line . 


A. W, Bryant passed thru the city 


Sunday evening on his way south, 
and he stated to a Tribune reporter 
that there was little doubt but what 
Stevens Point would soon put in an 
independent telephone system. 


A meeting was heid in that city last 


Friday evening at which there was a 
good representation of business men 
and others that are interested in the 
scheme and svhile no definite action 
was taken in the matter, the number 
of signers that has been obtained is 
an eyidence of the interest that is 
being taken in the new system. 


Delegates went from Grand Rapids 


to Stevens Point several years ago to 
try to induce the people there to estab- 
lish an independent system, but were 
unsuccessful. 
Eacli man interviewed 


seemed to want to know whers his 
profit was to come in, so the matter 
was dropped. Stevens Point has been 
uti objective point for a number of 
years, and when they put iu the sys- 
tem it will mean that connection will 
be made between the Fox River and 
Wisconsin valleys by local long dis- 
tance lines, which is a point that the 
local companies have been struggling 
toward for a long time. 


The Bell company at Merrill is at- 


tempting to sell its paraphernalia to 
the local company at Merrill, and the 
Bell company has practically wound 
up its affairs at Wausau, which cat.es 
only illustrate what can be done if the 
people stick together.

Wisconsin Telephone Company Has 


Had Enough of Grsnd Rapids. 


A proposition has been received by 


the Wood County Telephone compan^- 
from the Wisconsin Telephone com- 
pan3" which if accepted by the local 
company will result in the discontinu- 
ance of the office of the Wisconsin 
company here. 


The Wisconsin company proposes to 


place its switchboard in the office of 
the Wood County Telephone company 
and let them run the whole affair. 
giving the local company- 10 per cent 
of all tolls that pass over the Wiscon- 
sin company's lines. They also offer 
to let the local company use their tele- 
phones, -where subscribers want them, 
at the rate of 25 cents a mouth, and 
any person who has in cue of these 
telephones can have connection over 
the lines of the Wisconsin Telephone 
company. 


A circular has been sent out by the 


local company calling the attention of 
local subscribers to the condition of 
affairs and calling for an expression 
on the subject, and if a majority of 
them want the new system the offer 
of the Wisconsin Telephone company 
w:ll be accepted. 


To better explain the matter and 


tell how the new system would work 
the following may help to elucidate 
matters: There are now a few busi- 
ness places in the city and vicinity 
who do considerable talking with out- 
side parties and in order to facilitate 
matters they have installed one of the 
Wisconsin 
company's 
instruments. 


For this service they pay ?2 per month. 
Besides this they pay the regular 
rental of the local telephone company.

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER.

Since the earth is an oblate spheroid 


instead of a perfect sphere, it conies to 
pass that its center is farther from the 
equator than from either pole. Tlie 
difference is about thirteen miles. The 
Mississippi flows southward 
for so 


great a distance that its surface at its 
mouth is about four miles farther from 
the earth's center than at its source. 
Does it then How up hill? 


This is a question which the coast 


and geodetic survey in Washington is 
frequently asked to answer. The reply 
is that "up"' means against gravitation 
and ''down" with gravitation: hence 
the Mississippi does not flow up hill, 
although obviously it moves away from 
the center of the globe. Plumb lines 
rarely point directly toward the center 
of the earth. The variation from that 
direction has given rise to an interest- 
ing branch of the government's work. 


The visible irregularities of the sur- 


face of the earth—mountains, valleys 
and water basins—affect the form of 
attraction which is known as gravita- 
tion. A cubic mile of land is two and a 
half times as dense as a similar volume 
of water. 'The plumb lino tends to lean 
toward the earth masses and away 
from 'the water basins. These influ- 
ences, •which may be computed with 
scientific accuracy, do not, however, 
explain all of the deflections. Varying 
degrees of density some miles below 
the surface of the earth must be as- 
sumed to exist. 


Trifling as these deflections are. nev- 


er exceeding nine inches in a plumb 
line a mile long, they are of considera- 
ble scientific importance. They modify 
the calculations of navigators and ex- 
plorers as to positions on the earth's 
surface derived from the stars. They 
thus become essential in high grade

It* Adtrantatren and 


Machine nnd Formula. 


In response to general interest in the 


subject the Country Gentleman has 
collected 
information 
from 
various 


fruit growers and also presents a cut 
which gives some idea of the construc- 
tion of one type of apparatus or dust 
spraying. The cylinder is the dust box, 
axid the wheel works the air blast. D. 
W. Maxwell says: 


Liiue being your conveyor, you have 


a basis upon which you can make a 
compound with perfect safety to your 
foliage that will exterminate 
insect 


life. You will never see any discoloring 
of fruit. It gives you a perfect foliage. 
In the liquid process you cannot have 
thorough work, but in the dust every 
particle of the tree is covered; not only 
that, but everything around it. As a 
fungicide there is ,no comparison of the 
two methods nor in destroying the can- 
kerworm and codling moth. - You can 
spray from forty to fifty acres In a day 
of trees from fifteen to tw'enty years 
old at one-half the expense of liquid 
spraying; cost of material per tree, 3 
cents. By our experience we have per- 
fected a formula. 


How to Make the Spray. 


One barrel of fresh lime, 25 pounds 


bluestone, 5 pounds concentrated lye, 
25 pounds powdered sulphur, 5 pounds 
paris green (pure). Increase the paris 
green to 10 pounds for cankerworms. 
Break the lime into small pieces and 
put it into a box 3 by 6 feet. Dissolve 
the bluestone in boiling water, 6 gal- 
lons. Dissolve the lye in 5 gallons hot 
water. Keep the two solutions sepa- 
rate. Take a sprinkler and sprinkle the 
solutions on the lime. If not enough to 
slack into dust, use water. Cover over 
the dust when through slacking. Make 
a sieve of fine wire and attach a long 
handle. Sieve out the dust. Rub the

On the other hand, in spraying large 
orchard trees it is not as effectual, es- 
pecially for the codling moth, as is the 
liquid. Many orchards are located on 
steep hillsides, where it is practically 
impossible for a team to draw a heavy 
load of water. 
The ground iu other 


orchards is so soft during the spring 
that it is practically impossible to 
draw a heavily loaded water tank 
through the orchard. In still other or- 
chards the location is such that it is 
impossible to obtain sutlu-ient water 
for the spraying. 
In such instances 


it becomes a matter of using the dust 
process or none at all. 


In the Garden. 


For the garden the dust process is so 


much lighter that a person can readily 
carry the machine and do the dusting 
that would require a barrel of water in 
case of the liquid process. The dust 
process also has an advantage in that 
in many instances it is much more 
readily made up, and many people will 
use a small hand dust machine where 
they will not go to the trouble of using 
a liquid one. The paris green or other 
arsenical poison used in the- dust ma- 
chine readily Hoats in the air nnd is 
blown a considerable distance by the 
wind, so that in dusting the trees one 
should be careful to see that the dust 
does not blow in the face, otherwise 
one is apt to inhale too much arsenical 
poison. The horses should also be kept 
away from the dust. It is advisable 
in the use of the dust to apply it early 
in the morning while the dew is upon 
the plants or soon after a rain, and it 
is also well to apply the dust when 
there is a slight breeze.

The Taxing of Credits. 


A man at Auburndale has solved 


the problem of double taxation, tax 
dodg-ers, etc., and in a communication 
to the Marshiield News he explains 
the whole thing1. It is as follows: 


To the Editor: 
I noticed in last 


•Creek's issue of the Xews that the 
council at Grand Rapids 
sent in a 


request to the legislature to have their 
personal property placed in the same 
category with the churches. 
I was 


not aware that there were so many 
money lenders in the Grand Rapids 
council. I notice that the senate has 
quite a majority of money lenders. 
The assembly will be diyided ou this 
bill; not politically but between the 
money sharks and the so-called tan- 
gible property 
owners. 
It appears 


that the g-overnor in his messag-e, 
•where he says ''that all property should 
bear its just share of the taxes" only 
meant the railroads and not themonied 
tax dodgers. 
The parties that are 


loudest mouthed about equal taxation 
are the first to vote to have their pro- 
perty exempt; their arguments about 
double tax and the impossibility of 
reaching the whole of invisible per- 
sonal property is all subterfuge and 
"rot." 


The whole matter is this: There is so 


much real estate to be assessed, and so 
much personal property; if one man 
owns a horse and another owns SloOin 
cash they are both personal property 
and I can't see why they should not 
both be tax »d. If one man has ^Sl.OOO 
and lends it to another and secures the 
debt bv mortgage,the land is there still 
and should be assessed, and the money 


• is still in existence, neither property 
has been destroyed and should be as- 
sessed. And as for not being able to 
find all of the tax dodgers property, -we 
should elect better officers that can re- 
member a part at least of their oath of 
office. Admitting that one third of 
this intangible property is missed by 
the assessors, most!}- through the per- 
jury of the tax dodgers, is it not a 
weak argument that the law- should be 
repealed. Not more than two-thirds of 
the burglars are caught and punished, 
yet I hear no one say that the law 
against burglars should be repealed. I 
have no doubt but there are tax dodg- 
ing money lenders enough in the legis- 
lature to pass their exemption bill, but 
I have confidence in the governor that 
he will have "back bone" enough to 


„ stamp it with his veto. 
You never 


.hear a man complain of this just tax 
^outside of the moneylenders; the bor- 


rowers are not calling for its repeal 
interest is no higher than it was before 
mortgages were taxed.—Jacob Lusk 
Auburndale, Wis. 


It will be seen by those who have 


studied the matter of taxation that 
Jacob is all right as far as he goes 


,-%but he has not gone far enough. It is 
„ a fact that if a man owns a horse anc 
*his neighbor has S150 in cash thev 


have the same amount of property 
and should by rights pay the same 
amount of tax. But here "is the rub. 
Just so long as the man keeps the S150 
in his pockec and says nothing about 
it he does not have to pa}' any tax on 
it, or he can deposit the money in a 
bank and take a certificate of deposit 
and still he does not have to pay any 
tax. 
But just as soon as he lends the 


money to some person who will use r 
to make improvements then the tax 
begins. 


In the other simile he draws the case 


is about the same. It is a fact that i: 
one man who owns Si,000 lends it to a 
man who has a farm worth a thousand 
dollars there is no reason \\ hy the} 
should not pay the same tax, for they 
have each about the same property 
But the actual facts are more often 
about as follows: 


A man comes into the country who 


has little or no money. He goes to 
some man who has land for sale anc 
buys from him land to the value of 
Si,000 on time. Probably the new mai 
has a hundred dollars which he pays 
down, giving a mortgage for the other 
S900. If the land is taxed to the value 
of 31,000 and the mortgage at S900, 
there is a double taxation. 
There is 


property to the value of only 51,100 in 
existence and taxes are being paid on 
SI,900. 
Somebody is paying a tax 


that he ought not to. \Ve leave it to 
the man from Auburndale to figure 
out who the unlucky one is. If the 
farmers ho ha-, bought the piece of 
land lives on it and gradually im- 
proves the place it is entirely probable 
that the assessor is keeping tab of the 
fact and boosting his valuation up in 
proportion, so that all the capital is 
paying its just burden of taxation. 


AVherc the men make the mistake in 


figuring on the tax business is that 
the}- always assume that the man who 
gives a mortgage on hib farm owns 
the farm clear of r1ebt, while this is 
not a fact. Very few men who own 
farms clear of debt are around bor- 
rowing money. A lot of the new set- 
tlers go into debt for their farms, but 
in this case they generally have verv 
little money, and the mere fact of 
their assuming the ownership of a 
piece of ground and giving a written 
promise to pay for it at .some future 
time does not create any additional 
wealth. 


Many wise men have studied on the 


problem, and we always like to see an 
argument on the subject. It shows 
that the people in the country are 
thinking and figuring- for themselves 
and not depending altogether on what 
has been told them by somebody else. 
Come again, Jacob.

Cranberry IMen IVIeet. 


A meeting was held on Sunday at 


the Gaynor-Blackstone marsh which 
included the executive officers of the 
Wisconsin State Cranberry Grower 
association and other members of the 
association. Those 
present 
were 


Charles Briere. S. N. Whittlesey, M. 
O. Potter, W. H. Fitch, A.C.Bennett, 
John A. Gaynor, Andrew Searles, 
James Gaynor and J. J. Emmerick. 
Among the other business transacted 
was the examination of a quantity of 
berries that had been raised at the 
experimental station and the judging, 
and marking of their merits a*, to size, 
color, form, gloss, keeping qualities 
etc. 


It was decided to move the experi- 


mental station to a more favorable 
location. The place where it is now 
located has some unfavorable condi- 
tions that are apparent to the experi- 
enced grower and it was the opinion 
that more favorable conditions could 
be found and consequently better re- 
sults obtained. The plots of ground 
devoted to each variety will also be 
increased in size as experience has 
proven them to be too small. 
The 


new place will have all the modern 
improvements which it is possible to 
surround the vines. 


Judge Gaynor gave those present a 


very interesting talk concerning his 
trip to Madison in behalf of the pro- 
posed 
appropriation 
and 
how 
the 


cranberry industry was viewed by the 
different legislators. 


Rules and regulations concerning 


the 
distribution of vines were also 


formulated so that 
the distribution 


•would be done in a manner that would 
be equitable to all the applicants. 


A letter had also been received from 


the University of Wisconsin asking 
the cranberry association along what 
lines the members wished to have ex- 
periments conducted by the professors. 
Among the suggestions tendered was 
one by A. E. Bennett •who wished to 
know concerning the fertilization of 
the blossoms and to what extent this 
fertilization was 
aided by insects. 


Mr. vVhittlesey suggested experiments 
along the line of spring flooding in 
order to protect from frosts, a matter 
that has always been open to discus- 
sion since the cultivation of cranber- 
ries began. It was also suggessed 
that they carrry on experiments to 
determine which 
produced the best 


berries, muck or peat. This is also 
an open question among cranberry 
men, 


A record will also be kept of the 


weather to discover if there is any 
difference between that on the marshes 
and on higher land. The establish- 
ment 
of a branch of the weather 


bureau here makes this possible now.

AN INDIAN'S TEST.

More mysterious even 
than the origin of the fire was the re- 
vival of the well's gushing propensi- 
ties.

Experiment Wlttx Oat*. 


The expriment station of the univer- 


sity college of agriculture has dis- 
ributed some 300 bushels of. seed oats 
among the farmers of the state. Each 


r of the legislature was asked 


o furnish the name of one farmer in 
lis district to whom, two bushels of 
he seed was sent and who is expected 
and agrees to either use the grain pro- 
duced by seed himself or to furnish it 
o farmers in the neighborhood at a 
rersonable charge. It is planned in 
this way to get this Swedish variety 
generally grown throughout the state. 
Dhe kind is demonstrated to' be the 
jest by far of any oats ever produ ced 
n this part of the country. 


This seed was produced at the uni- 


rersity farm from experimentation 
vith a number of varieties. In 1898 a 
number of kinds of oats were received 
rom the federal department ,o£ agri- 


culture and experiments were made to 
determine which was the best for the 
climate and sod of Wisconsin. 
The 


Swedish variety was found to yield 
:rom five to ten oushels per acre more 
than the kinds heretofore grown in 
the state. This means an advantage 
of perhaps 15,000.000 bushels in Wis- 
consin if the Swedish variety were 
grown 
entirely. 
There are 
about 


2,200,000 acres of oats grown in the 
state each year.
